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JELKS HAS BEEN SWORN IN 
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Strong: Addresses Made Before 
Industrial Convention in 
Favor of Waterway, 
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CLAYTON-BULWER TREATY 
ONLY PRETEXT 10 DELAY 


‘Hon. Sewall Cobb, of Pensacola, Led 
Debate—Gibson, of Birming- 
ham, Tells of Alabama Iron 
and Coal—Council on 
Race Question. 
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Philadelphia, June 13.—The delegates to 
the Southern Industrial convention today 
considered the important question of wa- 
terways and their relation to the improve- 
ment of the country’s trade. An interest- 
ing discussion occurred on the value of 
an isthmian canal, the opinion of the 
Bpeakers being that the proposed Nicara- 
gua canal wou'd be the most desirable 
economical channel between the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts. Hon. Sewall C. Cobb, 
of Pensacola, led the debate on this sub- 
ject. The Mississippi river and its trib- 
utaries were also discussed, the speakers 
giving reasons why the waterways of the 
south should be developed and utilized. 

J. B. Gibson, of Birmingham, read a 
paper on “Iron and Steel Manufacture in 
the South,” detailing the development of 
the industry and showing the benefits 
to investors and manufacturers. 

Two interesting addresses were deliv- 
ered at the night session, one by Dr. Wil- 
Ham H. Tolman on the subject of im- 
proving the conditions of wage ¢arners, 
and the other by W. H. Council, who 
spoke in behalf of the colored race. 

Topics of national interest were dis- 
cussed at the third day’s session of the 
southern industrial convention. One of 
the most important of these was “The 
Nicaraguan Canal; Why Has It Not Been 
But?” and during the debate on this 
quesuon many strong arguments were 
advanced in favor of the speedy construc- 
tion of the waterway, 

The discussion ou “The Mississippi 
River and Tributaries’ was participated 
in by specially appointed speakers from 
New Orleans, Memphis, Shreveport, St. . 
" Nastivilie, Chattanooga, Kncxvilie, 
Louisville, Cincinnati, Wheeling and 
Pittsburg. 

“How Our Rivers and Harbors Should 
Be Provided For,’’ another important sub- 
ject, was also discussed. 

Realizing. the importance of the topics 
most of the delegates were early ip their 
seats, and though the weather was wn- 
comfortably Warm there was no lack of 
interest in the proceedings. 

Gibson on Alabama Iron: 

J. B. Gibson, of the Commercial Club 
of Birmingham, Ala., was the ‘irst speak- 
er at the morning session. He 1ead a pa- 
per on “Iron and Steel Manufacttre in 
the South,” showing the. growth of that 
industry since the development of the 
fron deposits was beeun. Mr. Gibson gaid 
it had been known for many years that 
fron was abundant in Alabama, but the 
owners of land were not sufliciently 
wealthy to make the necessary equip- 
ments. 

The real development of the iron indvug- 
try, he satd, began with the founding cf 
Birmingham in 1871 and the growth of 
One has since been the exponent cf the 
growth of the other. Before that time, 
although coal and limestone were pienti- 
ful in the Birmingham district, it was con- 
tended that the coal would not make cuke. 
In Jefferson county there are now 
twenty-seven coke furnaces with an aver-— 
age daily capacity of 175 tons. 


“The export of pig iron trom the Bir- 
mingham district,’’ said Mr. Gibson, ‘‘be- 
gan in 1897, and an average of 200,690 tons 

er annum have since been -aported. In 

900 the United States exported 286,783 tcns 
of pig iron, and of this amount A’abama 
furnished 238,615 tans. 

“There are in the Birmingham district 
45,000 wage earners who receive $2,500, 
“per month in pay rolls. This money turn- 
ed loose goes regularly in the channels of 
trade and gives life and volume to every 
line of business. The volume of business 
done during the past twelve months in 
mining and manufacturing amounted to 


‘‘When the Nicaragua canal is built, Al- 
abama coal will supply the steamships of 
the world; her iron. steel. timber and 
labor will build them, and the product of 
her industries wi!l load them.” 


Cobb for Nicaragua @ nal. 


The discussion on the Nic: ya ca- 
nal was opened by Hon. Sewall Cobb, of 


Pensacola, Fla. He said in part: 

“Five hundred and ffty milliens ef 
people of the far east, for half a cen- 
tury have entreated us to oven a high- 
way through the narrow strip of land 
that connects the two great continents 
of America, but we have had at the 
helm of the ship of state men of limited 
maritime information and a deaf ear has 
been turned to their requests. When 
our military arm sought opportunity for 
promotion (in rank) our officials rushed 
to a conflict with a people of less than 
ten millions In population, and already 
have expended in the effort to inoculate 
them with ‘benevolent assimilation’ up- 
wards of $300,000,000 and countless lives. 
This money expended in the other pro- 
cess— ‘commercial  assimiliation’ —would 
have constructed the Nicaragua canal and 
etablished lines of steamships numbering 
not less than 100, each of 5.000 tons ca- 
pacity, carrying our own products. 

“The twentieth century calls for hu- 
man advancement. We of the south 
learned at the close of the war that if we 
would develop our resources the military 
arm must be subservient to the civil au- 
thority. 

“The Clayton-Bulwer treaty is only a 
pretext for delay. We cannot concede 
the right of any nation to dictata either 
locality or manner of eccupation to those 
whose mutual interests demand & work 
free from entangling alliances. Costa 
Rica, Nicaragua and the United States 
of America are competent to decide what 
is best for their interests.”’ 

George H. Anderson, of Pittsburg. spoke 
briefly on the subject expressing the 
opinion that the United States can build 
an isthmian canal without the help of 
' England or any other nation. The Suez 
canal, he said, is a great boon to British 
commerce and he asserted that this coun. 
try needs a short and economic course by 
which to send its products to the Pacific 
coast and thence to the markets or the.

Montgomery, Ale., June 14.—(Spectal.)— 
Governor Je!ks’s train reached Montgom- 
ery at 6 o’clock this morning. He went 
immediately to the Exchange hotel and at 
8 o'clock repaired to the capitol, walking 
up the long hill in company with a friend 
or two. The proprieties of the occasion 
were not broken by the crowding around 
the new governor of that throng of appli- 
cants who usually greet a new chief exec- 
utivéA.” “Everything was decorous and 
quiet and orderly. : 

Shortiy after the new governor's, ar- 
rival he was given formal official notice 
of the death of Governor Samfofd by 
Secretary of State McDavii. ‘Th re- 
sponse to this notification the governor 
issued the following proclamation: 

‘Whereas, Almighty God, in His in- 
finite wisdom, has seen fit to remove by 
death from the exalted office to which 
the people of the state had called him, 
Hon. William J. Samford, the honored and 
beloved governor of Alabama, the able 
statesman and jurist, the gallant soldier, 
the true citizen, the sincere Christian, 
the devoted husband and father; now, 
therefore. 

“I, William D. Jelks, as his successor 
in office, by virtue of the rule of succes- 
sion laid down in the constitution and 
Statutes, do hereby express a fu!! con- 
sciousness of Alabama’s great loss: and 
in voicing our people’s profound sorrow 
and bereavement, direct that, out of re- 
spect and in tenderest memory of the fe- 
vered life of our late chief executive, 
the capitol building be appropriately 
draped for thirty days: and that the state 
flag be hung at half. mast, and all offices 
in the capitol buildfng be closed for to- 
day and tomorrow, and request that all 
State officials pay the homage due te 
great and goo man by attending bi ob- 
sequies.

officio to fill a vacancy. In fact, the 
constitution fs clear,,that no additional 
oath is required fromthe president of the 
senate who succeeds to the office. .of. 
governor, but. as a matter of personal 
preference and out of respect to the 
solemn dignity of the occasion, Governor 
Jelks, in his private office, formally took 
an oath as governor and renewed his 
pledges to the people, the laws and the 
constitution. 

As the proclamation declares, all busi- 
ness is suspended pending the funeral, 
and so no officita] act was performed be- 
yond th® routine of small matters. 

Including the delegates to the constitu- 
tional convention, there are several hun- 
dre@ prominent public men and politicians 
hene from every quarter of the state, 
Comment among them is_ universally 
friendly and favorable toward the new 
governor. The old factional spirit has 
well-nigh disappeared, and Governor 
Jelks begins: his term of office under 
favorable conditions. He has about 
eighteen months to finish out the term 
of his predecessor. 

There is no doubt about the new con- 
stitution providing four-year terms, and 
unless an immemorial rule is broken, he 
will be accorded a nomination without op- 


position.

Dr. Tolman asserted that where special 
effort has been made by the employer to 
uplift and improve the condition of his 
employees, it has resulted in actual mon- 
etary benefit. He sai4 the transportation 
companies of the country have done more 
than is generally known in the direction 
of apply the new industrial idea 
through the medium of the railroad 
branch of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation. . 

W. H. Council, president of the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical college, of Nor- 
mal, Ala., spoke on industrial education 
and its relation to race development. 
President Council said he had been a 
slave boy and his experiences at that 
time caused him to vow that he would 
some time devote himself to the work of 
uplifting the colored race. He asserted 
the solution of the race problem was 
neither in thé question of franchise nor 
education, but rather in a proper under- 
standing between the white people and 
the negro. 

An. interesting incident of the session 
was the presentation by General W. W. 
H. Davis, of Doylestown, Pa., of a cap- 
tured confederate flag to the South Car-

“CHINA RELIEF EXPEDITION.” 
Order of General Chaffee Dissolving 


the Organization. 

Washington, June 13.—‘‘The China re- 
lief expedition, as an organization, will be 
discontinued at 12 o’clock midnight, Sun- 
day, May 12, 1901,’’ reads an extract from 
the last paragraph of an order issued by 
General Chaffee, dissolving one of the 
mcst unique and brilliant military organ- 
izations which the United States has ever 
sent into battle. Moreover, it enjoyed the 
distinction, unknown to the American 
arms since the days of the revoluticn, of 
fighting shculder to shoulder with sea- 
soned foreign allies. 

The order, which is dated at Pekin, 
May 3d, relieves all the troops save. the 
legation guard from service in China on 
May 12th, and orders them to Manila via 
Long Hu. These troops were the Ninth 
infantry. Third squadron, Sixth cayatry 
and Tenth United States field battery, 
with detachments from the signal, hos- 
pital and engineer corps.

NOT YET UNDER ARREST

But a Dozen or Moré of Murderer’s 
Accomplices Are: Held by the 
Posse — Governér Orders 
Negroes Protected at 
All Hazards. 


Shreveport, La., June 13.—This city and 
vicinity has-peen in a state of feverisn 
excitement and unrest since yesterday 
when John.Gray Foster, a prominent 
planter, was shot and killed by Prince 
Edwards, a negro employed on the Fos- 
ter plantation, five miles east of this city. 
Armed posses of white men have heen 
scouring the country for miles around im 
an attempt to capture Edwards. A dozen 
or more negroes are under arrest in xin- 
nebrew’s store, and their fate tonight is 
Foster was Widely known and 
He ‘was a brother in law 
Ten iessee, and 


uncertain.

belongexdi to one of the oidest families in 


this state. 

There had been bad feeling for some 
time past between the negroes and over- 
seers on the. Foster plantation and Fos- 
ter was appealed to tojsettle the differ- 
ences. The planter started for the lan- 
tation and upon reachiig a negro cabin 
he was fired upon and kilied, There were 
a dozen or more negroes in the cabin and 
they broke and ran in all dfrections, The 
overseers were quickly joined by white 
citizens and it was not long tefore all 
the negroes were arrested, a single excep- 
tion being Prince Edwards, who did the 
shooting. Posses were quickly formed 
and started on a hunt for the negro, but 
as yet have made no fitter arrests. 

Wild Rumors Aflbtat. 

There were many wild rumors afloat 
throughout the:day, the most sensational 
being that the negroes in the Hinnebrew 
store were in imminent peri) of being 
lynched. This rumor proved to be wun- 
true, although many threats are heard 
against the prisoners. The store where 
the negroes are confined is guarded by a 
posse of twenty-five men armed with 
winchesters and unless sentiment changes 
the disposition tonight would indicate that 
a majority, of not all of the prisoners will 
be let off with a thorough whipping. F.d- 
wards, if caught, will be burned or lynch- 
ed. ‘There is much feeling against 
‘“Prophet”’ Smith and Edward Washing- 
ten, both of _whom are under arrest. 
Smith is believed to be at the bottom of 
all the trouble, while Washington is said 
to have been active in aiding Edwards to 


escape. 

It was decided to remove the prison- 
ers from Kinnebrew’'s store to Benton 
under a strong guard under the command 
of Deputy Sheriff Port Edwards, The at- 
tempt, however, proved a failure. The 
guards and their prisoners had proceeded 
about ‘a mile when darkness overtook 
them’ and they decided to return their 
prisoners to the store. The negroes pre- 
ferred to take their chances at Kinne- 
brew’s place rather than face the danger 
of a mob on the way to Benton, 

Orders Negroes Protected. 

Governor Héard wired tonight to Sher- 
iff Ward, of Caddo parish, and Sheriff 
Thompson, of Bossier, instructing them 
to protect the negroes at all hazards, The 
s governor commanded these officers to call 
upon ‘the citizens for aid if necessary, and 
promised military help if the officers re- 
rene uate imprisoned in the store are 
frantic with fright. They are ‘“‘officially”’ 
in the hands of the authorities, but they 
realize that their real captors are the 
members of the white mob, which has 
guarded every avenue of escape since 
yesterday, 

When the negroes were placed in the 
store at 9 o’clock last night a crowd as- 
sembled and it was only through the ad- 
vice of cooler heads that a wholesale 
lynching was prevented. 

The wife of Edwards, the murderer, 
was among those arrested. She had in 
ber possession the shotgun with which 
her husband killed Foster. Her husband 
told the other men to stand back and 
he would settle the business, she said. 
Then he went in front of them and fired 
and Foster fell 

Shortly after the shooting a posse with 
bloodhounds set after Prince, but his 
capture has not yet been reported. By 
some it is thought the fugitive, to escape 
lynching, has committed suicide in some 
isolated spot. 
to go with him. 

Shortly after midnight the guards aguin 
started for Benton with their prisoners. 
They hope to make the place by daylight 
and thus prevent a possible lynching. 
There is a fear, however, that a mob will 
waylay the guards and take forcfble pos- 
session of the negroes. 

Mrs. McMillin Mourns Deeply. 

Memphis, Tenn., June 13.—Governor 
MeMillin and wife stopped over in Mem- 
phis today, en route to Shreveport, where 
Mrs. McMillin’s brother was killed yes- 
terday. Mrs. McMillin mourns deeply 
the loss of her brother and denied her- 
self to all visitors throughout the day. 
The governor and his wife left on an 
evening train for Shreveport. 

Just before ‘leaving the city Governor 
MeMillin said that the family had re- 
ceived no details of the affair beyond 
what had been published in the press 
reports, 

‘‘Mrs. McMillin,’’ he continued, ‘ig 
standing the shock and strain as well as 
could be expected. The brother who was 
killed was the youngest of the sons and 
@ most charming and lovable young man.

Dr. Daly Driven to Death by Finan- 
cial Reverses. 


ORIGINATED BEEF SCANDAL 


It Is Said That in Baltimore Securi-

Baltimore, June 13.—Heavy financial loss- 
€s incurred in speculation, it is asserted, 
caused the snicijle in Pittsburg of Dr. 
William Hudson Daly, former surgeon 
in the United States army, persona! friend 
of Genera] Miles and originator of the 
“embalmed beef’’ scandal. It was given 
out that the suicide was the result of 
meiancholja, brought cn by the death o. 
his wife. 

From the most reliable sources it {ts 
learned here, nowever, that the unfor- 
tunate man had invested largely in local 
securities gn¢ hast heavily. _ Mr. Daly’s 
losses are said to have reached $75,000. 
A-¢e¢heck drawn by Dr. Daly for a large 
sum, dated the day preceding his death, 
has been received by one of the local 
trust companies, and is supposed to rep- 
resent a portion of the losses. 


SON IS SLAIN BY HIS MOTHER 


The Unhappy Woman Then Took 
Her Own Life. 

Montreal, June 13.—Mrs. J. J. Redpath, 
one of Montreal’s society leaders, is dead 
in her handsome residence on Sherbrooke 
street and her son, Clifford Redpath, is 
lying unconscious in Royal Victoria hos- 
pital with a bullet in his brain. 

About 6 o'clock the household was 
startled by the noise of two revolver 
shots from Mrs. Redpath’s room. On 
rushing in the servants found Mrs. Red- 
path and her son lying on the floor, both 
unconscious. Physicians were summon- 
ed, but Mrs. Redpath died in a few min- 
utes. Her son was taken to the hospital 
in a dying condition. 

Mrs. Redpath had been ill for’ some 
time, suffering from insomnia. The sur- 
mise is that while temporarily mentally 
deranged ‘Mrs. Redpath attempted to end 
her life and in attempting to prevent her 
doing so the son was shot. 

Young Redpath died in the hospital at 
11:50 p. m. without regaining conscious- 
ness.

Today her sis- 
ter in law, Mrs. Charles Price. committed 
suicide by taking arsenic. Mrs. Price 
says she will yet succeed in killing her- 
self, as»she has nothing to live for. 
Neighbors say the women were deeply in 
love with each other and wanted to leave 
their families and live together. 


WITH BULLET IN HIS BRAIN. 


Frederick Roelker, Leading Lawyer 
of Cincinnati, Is Found. 
Cincinnati, June 13.—The bar of Cincin- 
nati was shocked today to hear that one 
of its best known members was found 
in his bed room alone with a bullet in 
his brain. It was Frederick G. Roelker, 
unmarried, who, with an unmarried 
brother, Rarry Roelker, lived at 1839 Mad- 
ison Road, east Walnut Hills, with his 
sister. The first impression was that the 
shooting was suicide, but the family phy- 
sician, after an examination, stated that 
the shooting was accidental. Roelker 
had been suffering all winter from the 
grip and was detained at home by another 
attack. A former member of the law 
firm of which Roelker was a member, 
Charles Kibler, shocked the community 

ten -ears ago by shootine himself.

The respite was granted in order to allow 
the trial court to take cognizance of the 
alleged victim's sworn statement that she 
testified falsely against Bussey under 
duress. She alleges that her husband 
compelled her to convict Bussey because 
the latter refused to work for him.

IT 1S PUBLIC’ PLUNDER 
T0 GIVE FRANCHISES 


So Wanamaker Says in His Letter 
to the Mzyor—Denounces Re- 
cent Grants and Wants 
Franchises Conferred 
Upon Payment. 


Philadelphia, June 13—The latest move in 
the matter of the granting of street rail- 
way franchises by city councils was made 
today when former Postmaster General 
Jchn Wanarnaker sent a letter to Mayor 
Ashbridge, offering to pay the city $2,500,- 
000 for the powers, rights and franchises 
granted and intended to be granted ty 
fourteen ordinances of council now await- 
ing the mayor's approval. 

These fourteen ordinances give to a 
number of cepitalists who are friendly to 
the dcemgnant faction ir the republican 
party in this state the right to ccnstruct 
underground and. elevated railways on 
streets now occupied by surface railway 
companies and to build surface roads on 
those stree+s not occupied by other com- 
panies. The speed with which the ena- 
bling acts were passed by the lezislature 
and the passage by city councils in three 
days of the fourteen city ordinances have 
arovsed opposition in certain quarters. It 
has been understood, but not officially an- 
nounced, that the Union Traction Com- 
rany, which occupies most of the strects 


of the city would contest the granting of 
the privileges along with Albert Johnson, 
who é€esires to construct street railways 
and charge 3-cent fares. 

Mr.. Wanamaker, in his letter, savs he 
believes the franchises granted by these 
ordinances are of enormous money value: 
that the people will get nothing for th¢s? 
franchises; passengers will have no 
cheaper transportation and that the oniv 
gainers will be those officially interestcd 
in the projects. He urged the mayor to 
veto the ordinances before him in oradet 
that new ordinances may be drafted, con- 


upon the payment of a sum of money into 
the public treasury commensurate to th> 
value of the grant. 

| Mayor Ashbridge late tonight signed 
the ordinancd passed by the city counclls 
yesterday, eranting franchises for city 
railways, surface, elevated and under- 
grounds.

In order that the offer might reack the 
mayor before he signed the ordinances, 
Mr. Wanamaker prepared two letters. 
One was sent to the mayor's private resi- 
dence and the other was personally hand- 
ed to the mayor by Mr. Wanamaker’s sec- 
retary Guring the exercises in~ident to tha 
formal acceptance of the new mint build- 
ing by the United States government. The 
instant the mayor recognized the hand- 
writing of Mr. Wanamaker he chrew the 
letter into the crowd without reading it. 
The mayor and Mr. Wanamaker are not 
on friendly terms.

Mrs. Hannigan went 
no response from the room. She thought 
that the woman was ashamed to talk 
after what had taken place.

Full of information and interest was the 
address of Willis Walker. Lewis, of 
Greenesboro, on ‘“‘The Nicaragua Canal 
and the South.”’ 

‘“Commercialism in the South’’ was the 
interesting subject of the splendid address 
of Eugene Wofford Ragsdale, of Dallas,

Ira Wellington Williams, of Villa Rica, 
Ga., closed the» programme with an in- 
teresting address on “The Scholar—-the 
Hope of the World.’’ 

The one feature that distinguished these 
speeches above those of past years was 
their intense practicality. Very little of 
the ordinary sentimentality was notice- 
able in the addresses. They al] showed 
that much study had been put upon them 
and that the students here are being rap- 
idly led into a careful, systematic study 
of the great. questions .confronting the 
people of this country. 

At the conclusion of the junior speeches, 
Hon. John Temple Graves, of College 
Park, Ga., delivered an address, full of 
eloquence and good advice to the young 
men of the university, which kept the 
large audience in a state of intense en- 
thusiasm, Among other things Mr. Graves 
said: : 

‘Fortunate indeed are those who win 
the centennial medals of the University 
of Georgia. 
bered to the latest day of life. Back of 
this hour stretches a lorfg line of the 
gifted and successful who have fought 
and won in this noblest of arenas. I am 
not among them. 

“Young gentleméy, I would not have 
you think that these shining things—these 
charming, tempting, lorious things— 
are the end of struggle and the ulti- 
mate of achievement. If this golden meed 
should lull you too early to complaisance 
and the luxury of repose, you are march- 
ing straight on Capua out of which you 
will come a captive at the chariot wheels 
of Hannibal who fights on in sturdy 
strength and courageous self-denial out- 
side the gates of luxury. 

‘‘To win this sophomore medal is a glori- 
out thing. But by all the records, it is, 
as well, a dangerous thing. 

‘“‘Where are the winners of the sopho- 
more medals of these one hundred years? 
How many of them have gathered more 
enduring laurels, and how many of them 
have won gloriously in the greater strug- 
gle of their lives? Within my own ex- 
perience of two score years, I can count 
the scalps of a dozen victors hanging at 
the belts of the vanquished as the battle 
of life went on. ‘Vae Victis!’ is the cry 
of today, but the cry of tomorrow may be 
Vae Victoribus, and‘ Salve Victis, the 
paean of the future. 

“This is the first battle and the plaud- 
its of the hour are with the laurel- 
crowned and rejoicing conquerors in the 
gallant strife. But he laughs best who 
laughs last, and any one of your soldier 
sires will tell you how, on many a field 
of conflict have the charging squadrons 
of impetuous cavalry swept the outposts 
and gone thundering and _ triumphant

over the outer guards at morning, -only 
to be met by the steadfast lines of en- 
during infantry and hurled back fn con- 
fusion before the set ef sun. 

“Look to your laufeis, victors, for the 


battle is yet in its morning and only the |

“Steadfastness, gentlemen of the sopho- 
more class, is the quality that telis in 
the heat of the day, and in the flercer and 
deadlier grapple of the maturer strife, it 
ig the persistent purpose and the endur- 
ing will that wins the larger victory. 

“It is no derogation of the sp‘endid tri- 
umph of this hour to say that the thing 
that is noblest is not triumph, but en- 
deavor. The spirit that best glorifies 
this hour is net achievement, but the 
honest effort of an aspiring soul. The 
man who has done his best is just as no- 
ble and just as werthy as the man who 
wins and wears the brilliant laureis of 
this eventful day. 

‘Some men mature early. Some reach

Banker Kuhn Makes Inspection of 
the Ntw Line. 


HE IS WELL PLEASED WITH IT 


Promoters Will Spend Today in At- 
lanta Conferring with Local 
Capitalists. 


Brunswick, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)— 
President Machen and General Manager 
McDuffie were called to New York to- 
night by telegrams relative to the Bruns- 
wick and Birmingham railroad. They 
will stop over iw Atlanta and be joined 
there by local capitalists, who are in- 
terested in some development plans along 
one of the proposed routes of the new 
line. Robert Kuhn, the banker and rail- 
road financier, left today after a thor- 
ough and highly satisfactory inspection 
of the road’s terminal facilities. 

Bills of lading for two, ship loads of 
steel rails reached here today and two 
additional construction engines with a 
train of cars are en route to aid in push- 
ing the roadway building. 

The Kuhn interests are understood to 
control $4,000,000 out of the $7,000,000 bond 
issue, and with such backing people here 
expect President Machen to make Bruns- 
wick a big city. His work so far war- 
rants such belief. 


THE COTTON CROP SHOWS WELL 


Buyer Makes a Tour of Half Dozen 
States. 

Savannah, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—W. 
I. Morgan has just returned from an ex- 
tensive trip through the entire cotton 
country east of the Mississippi river, 
where he went as the representative of 
E. A. Cutts, of Savannah. The circuitous 
route followed by Mr. Morgan was such 
as to put him in touch with practically 
every section from which Savannah re- 
ceives cotton. The: trip covered” Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, middle and western 
Tennessee winding up with a run 
through the Carolinas. 

“The general understanding, of course, 
is that the cotton acreage is increased 
for the new crop,’’ said Mr. Morgan, 
‘While there is an increase, however, the 
farmers as a whole have not been forced 
to encumber themselves to plant largely, 
for the reason that their profits were 
commanded for that marketed during 
the early part of the season. My under- 
standing is that conditions are encourag- 
ing among farmers and that most of 
them are prosperous. 

“The cfop is in fairly good condition in 
all the sections I visited,’ he said. ““Ow- 
ing to the excessive rains and the cold 
snaps it was thrown back some, fully 65 
per cent of it being from two to three 
weeks late. In Alabama and Mississippi 
the plant was in a very satisfactory con- 
dition. In some sections of South Caro- 
lina, the effects of too much rain were 
apparent and the crop will suffer a set- 
back in consequence. Grass is beginning 
to show and much damage may follow 
unless its growth is checked by a change 
in the weather.’’ 

Speaking of labor conditions in the 
sections he visited, Mr. Morgan said he 
did not think there was any foundation 
for the scare which seems to have grown 
out of the fear of a labor shortage. While 
it was difficult to tell whether this talk 
of scarcity of hands was to cut any 
figure in the cultivation of the crop, Mr. 
Morgan believed that the reports about 
it had been exaggerated some. He be- 
lieves the crops is dependent upon the 
weather more than it is upon.the labor 


question.

DEAD GOVERNOR 
REACHES to UrcLIKh 


‘Suc Ti Bei Dearing Remain 
Arrives at 4 P.M, 


FUNERAL «OCCURS TODAY 


Business Is Entirely Suspended and 
Gr2at Throngs Follow the Body 
from the Depot to the Res- 
idence of Captain 
Samford. 


Opelika, Ala., June 13.—(Special.)—The 
Special] train bearing the remains of Gov- 
ernor W. J. Samford arrived in Opelika 
@t 4p. m. today. This morning one hun- 
dred and fifty prominent citizens of Ope- 
lika and Auburn went to Montgomery to 
accompany the remains of the governor 
home. The remains were escorted from 
Montgomery to Opelika by the governor's 
staff, they riding in the baggage car with 
him and acting as a guard, and by the 
citizens from Opelika and Auburn and 
@ number of friends, the governor's fam- 
ily and relatives, also came in a private 
car on the train. 

Although it was raining all the way, 
there were large crowds of citizens at 
Notasulga and Auburn to pay the last sad 
tribute of respect to the lamented dead. 
At Opelika all the stores were closed and 
the whole city was draped in mourning. 
The bells of all the churches, white and 
colored, were tolling and the people turn- 
ed out en masse at the depot. It is es- 
timated there were’3,000 peqple assembled. 

The remains were escorted from the Ope- 
Hka depot to the residence of Captain T. 
D. Samford, the governor’s sqn, by the 
Lee light infantry, the governor’s Sun- 
day school class, the honorary pallbearers 
and a large concourse of citizens. 

The governor's staff will be the active 


pallbearers and the following honorary 
palibearers have been selected: E. T. 
Glenn, Professor Thatch, J. W. Harris,

BODY LEAVES MONTGOMERY. 


Thousands View the Face of the Dead 
« Governor. 

Montgomery, Ala., June 13.—(Special.)— 
The people of Montgomery and of Ala- 
bama have left nothing undone that might 
show their profound veneration, respect 
and love for the departed chief magis- 
trate, William J. Samford. Far into the 
might they followed each other in end- 
less procession to the capitol, where his 


remains lay in state. ‘guarded by the 
young soldiery of the national guard. 
Eariy this morning the procession was 


resumed and hundreds of men and wo- 
men from other cities and towns were 
mingling with the throng. 

The arrangement of the capitol building 
igs admirably adapted to the solemn cere- 
monies of the day. The rotunda opens 
into the supreme courtroom through wide 
double doors, and on the other side of 
the room two doors lead into the library. 
Soldiers of the national guard stood on 
either side of the great front door and at 


the corners of the rotunda and at points 
of vantage in the. supreme courtroom, 
keeping an open lane through which the 
endless stream of people passed without 
friction or delay. 

The remains lay in the. center of the 
room . between two pillars,. with a pas- 
sage way on either side. The casket was 
elegant in its simplHcity. 
draped in mourning and the flowers were 
not in such profusion as to destroy the 
effect of the special designs. The coun- 
tenance of the dead was pale, but like to 
the. life. 

The arrangements for the cerenionies at 
the capitol and the military attendance 
were al] under the direct eharge of Colo- 
nel W. W. Brandon, adjutant general 
and chief of staff. 

Down town, for the first time since the 
corpse of Jefferson Davis rested here on 
its way to Richmond, the ‘business houses 
were draped in mourning. 

The funeral procession left the capitol 
at 12:45 p. m., under escort of the local 
military. It was a long and imposing ar- 
ray. The pallbearers were the governor's 
staff, and these accompanied the remains 
to Opelika. Despite the weather, thou- 
sands of people were out on the streets 
and filled the balconies and thronged 
about the station to pay a last parting 
tribute. The funeral cortege left at 1:30 
o’ciock on the regular train in a special 
car.

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CUBAN FREEDOM 
DRAWING NEAR 


United ‘States Will Turn Over 
Island About Christmas, 


SOME TROOPS MAY REMAIK 


Until the Island Government Gets in 
Good Running Order — Next 
Work for Convention Will 
Be Adoption of Elec- 
toral Law. 


Washington, June 13.—It is expected at 
the war department that Cuban inde- 
_pendence will be an accomplished fact 
by next Christmas. The next step in 
order, now that the Platt amendment is 
adopted by the constitutional convention, 
is for that body to take up and.pass an 
electoral bill which will provide for the 
election of the officers necessary to set 
up an independent government in Cuba. 
It is said here that such a bill is already 
framed and is ready for submission to 
the convention at any moment. There is 
good reason for the belief that Secretary 
Root has seen this bill and has approved 
of its provisions, if, indeed, he has not 
actually had to do with its construction. 
It is thought that the convention can 
dispose of this measure in a week or two 
and that will complete the labors of that 
body. 

A period of ninety days, it is said 
here, must be allowed for publication of 
the electoral act before the necessary 
elections can be had. 

It may be necessary, and probably will 
be, to maintain some United States 
troops in Cuba after the new officials 
are inaugurated, and until the Cubans 
have had time to set up a Cuban military 
force or gendarmes, but the length of 
this stay probably will depend upon the 
wishes of the Cubans themselves. 


NEW STEAMSHIP LINE TO COME 


Charleston, Boston ard New York To 
Have New Connections. 
Charleston, S. C., June 13@(Special.)— 
The Merchants’ Exchange of Charleston 
is at work on plans for the establishment 
of another steamship line between this 
port and Boston and New York. The At- 
lantic Coast Steamship Company, which 
has been operating a steamship line be- 
tween Georgetown and New York,. has 
agreed to make Charleston the southern 
terminus, provided the proper arrange- 
ments as to freight can be concluded. Ths 
need of another line has been so appa- 
rent here that the business interests have 
taken up the project with a view of se- 
curing other means of traffic by sea, and 
it is said today that there is a good 
chance of the scheme being carri>1 out. 
All of the vessels owned by the Atlantic 
Steamship Company are new, handsomely 
equipped and well fitted for quick service 
between coastwise points. Dring the 
year the company will have two more 
steamers built and these will be added 
to the Charleston line should the business 

warrant it. 

With the establishment of another line 
cut of Charleston the business here would' 
be given a tremendous improvement, and 
the competition on the water routes would 
be beneficial generally.

£450,000 vearly. After paying this, Sir 
David Barbour considers the mines 
will be better off than before, as they will 
save £600,000 per year on dynamite, owing 
to the abolition of the monopoly. in that 
commodity.

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DEMAND FOR BACK TAXES 


Revenue Agent Demands a Fortune 
from Natchez. 


OVER $10,000,000 INVOLVED 


In Yazoo City Some Property Own- 
ers Are Willing To Make a 
Settlement. 


Jackson, Miss., June 13.—(Snecial.)— 
State Revenue Agent Adams is once more 
to the front with a back tax suit com- 
paring rather favorably in proportion 
with nearly all those previously entered 
during his incumbency of the office. 

This new suit is for taxes on property 


aggregating in value over ten million 
dollars, and the taxes on this amount 
will be about $330,000. The property is 


located in Adams county, principally in 
the city of Natchez. 

The taxes claimed date as far back 
as the year 1886 to the present time. A 
claim for the taxes has been formally 
filed with the city clerk of Natchez and 
with the Adams county board of super- 
visors, and Mr. Adams 1s confident that 
the claim will stick. It is, of course, con- 
ceded that this case will be fought and 
that it will eventually come to the su- 
preme court for decision. 

The claim against one estate is on 
property valued at $2,000,000, and in nearly 
every instance the property sued on is 
solvent credits which have been over- 
looked or negtected by the duly consti- 
tuted assessors. 

At its July meeting the city council of 
Yazoo City will decide what shall be 
done concerning the claims made by the 


state revenue agency that the city is due } 


about $200,00 in back taxes, some of the 
citizens have proposed that the city 
should fight the suit to be brought by 
the revenue agent, while others are in- 
clined to think that the taxes are justly 
due and should be paid.

NO SECOND TERM POSSIBLE 


Session Was Not a Long One, But It 
Was Spirited at Times, the 
Leaders Doing All the 
'Speaking—Has Done 

Good Work. 


Montgoméry, Ala., June 13.—(Special.)— 
The constitutional convention this after- 
noon adopted an ordinance providing four 
vear’ terms for all state officers. Gen- 
era] Sanford was the only delegate who 
spoke in opposition and the majority for 
it was very large. The same ordinance 
makeg the commissioner of agriculture 
also the commissioner of ‘‘industries.’’ 

Section 4 of the article on executive de- 
partment provides how the vote in state 
clections shall be counted and declared. 
At present the speaker opens and counts 
the returns and the joint session of the 
two houses has no function to perform 
except to be there and see it done. The 
amendment sought to place the speaker 
under the control of the joint session so 
that it could correct errors and irregu- 
larities. This promptly brought out an 
amendment providing that all questions 
arising must be then and there decided 
withoyt debate, agd it was adopted. But 
a motion to reconsider was finally coined 
and the whole section recommitted. The 
debate was long and spirited and recom- 
mittal was resorted to as the short way 
out of what threatened to be a tangle. 

Section 5 provides that no state officer 
shal] be elegible for re-election; that the 
governor shall not be eligible to any 
office, and that his acceptance of the of-

Brantley A. Denmark. 

It is probable that the death of no 
man in Georgia would have evoked 
more widespread sympathy than that 
of Mr. Brantley A. Denmark, of Sa- 
vannah, announced in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution. 

Mr, Denmark, yet in the prime of 

life, stood for years at the very fore- 
most of the Georgia bar and as a tower 
of strength in the financial world, be- 
ing at the time of his death president 
of the Southwestern Railway Company 
and of the Citizens’ bank of Savannah, 
and a director in numerous private 
business institutions of prominence. 
As a trustee of the University of Geor- 
gia. he took the keenest interest 
in the welfare of that famous old in- 
stitution, and to him, more than to all 
other influences combined, was due the 
success of the effort to raise an alumni 
endowment fund as a suitable recogni- 
tion by its alumni of the centennial 
birthday of their alma mater. A fund 
approximating $50,000 will be reported 
at the alumni meeting at Athens next 
Tuesday by the committee of which he 
was chairman and in whose work his 
enthusiasm has been the inspiration 
and attern. : ' 
Avoiding public life, Mr. Denmark 
devoted his remarkaple energy to the 
details of his profession and to the dis- 
charge of the duties devolving upon 
bim in the wider field of his business 
requirements and his friendly obliga- 
tions—for to one of his intensely con- 
ascientious temperament his relations to 
those whom he numbered among his 
friends was in the nature of an obHga- 
tion which was never satisfied so long 
as he could do a kindness or render a 
service. To whomsoever he was known 
his word was his bond. His whole life 
was one of conscientious devotion to 
duty and fidelity to trust. He was the 
embodiment of truth and justice. He 
combined all the attributes that go to 
make the perfect man who is “molded 
in the image of his Maker.” 

Prodigal in all the qualities that find 
expression in a man whose first im- 
pulse is duty, he was intolerant only of 
those things which, to his high-strurig 
conscience, smacked of charlatanism or 
did violence to his sense of right. 

Georgia can ill afford to lose such a 
nan, for, as men are made, there are 
few to take the place of such a one as 
was taken away in the death of Brant- 
ley Denmark. 
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The Cuba Ageement. 

The most important event of the 
year is the acceptance of the Platt 
amendment by the constitutional con- 
vention of Cuba. 

This action means that Cuba wills 
have an opportunity for independence 
such as has never before been vouched 
to a weak people. In this age it has 
become impossible for small govern- 
ments to live save by the tolerance and 
patronage of those greater. The small 
governments of Europe are all in point. 
While they possess independence so 
far as internal affairs are concerned, 

eir foreign affairs are directed by 
Russia, Austria, England or Germany, 
as the case may be. 

- In -Oxvba a peculiar condition existed. 
Under the dominion of Spain there 
Was neither internal nor external op- 
portunity for her people. They were at 
al] times the serfs of\ governmental of- 
ficials. At the same time the island, 
by every law of natural location and 
proximity to the great American repub- 
lic, Was @ menace to United States au- 
thority, whether subject to Spain, abso- 
lutely independent or a prize to be 
grasped up by any other power. In 
her struggle for freedom she invoked 
the aid of the United States, by which 
means Spain was evicted and the time 
for independence came. 

But what kind of independence? 
Olearly it must be of that character 
which, while building up the social, 
racial and materia] welfare of the Cu- 
ban people, would ut the same time 
maintain amity with the intervening 
government for all time, even as 
against all other governments. Of an 
export trade of $70,000,000 in one year, 
Cuba sent $60,000,000 of it to the United 
States. Surely this community of com- 
mercial interest, to say nothing of po- 
litical ties, should be strong enough 
to bind the two peoples as one in in- 
terest. It is in the culmination -of 
this idea that the Platt amendment 
was adopted, and it is in the debate 
brought about by it that the Cubans 
have had the first opportunity to dis-

under other conditions. The oneness 
of interest between Cuba and the 
United States, so clearly seen now, will 
become more and more apparent, until 
the common sense of the situation will 
suggest to Cubans that the highest pos- 
sible form of independence possible to 
them is as a state of the unjon. Such 
a result, of course, must come about 
as their own act, but that it wil] ulti- 
mately come we have not the slightest 
doubt. 

In the meantime the people of Cuba 
are to be congratulated on the prog- 
ress they have made. 


' Assaulted from Within. 

It fs a little strange that President 
M:Kinley’s refusal to be congidered for 
a@ third term has wrought up the fury 
of certain republican agencies, which 
are at this time. doing all in their 
power to discredit his future acts. 

Foremost in this assault on the presi- 
dential office stands The New York 
Press, which says’ 

The McKinley administration early in 
its ‘second term is safe from external 


| political foes, as was the Grant admin- 


istration at the same phase of its exist- 
ence. Whether the McKinley administra- 
tion contains within itself the’ seeds of 
hostility to itself that sprouted with such 
feverish strength and rapidity in the 
parallel period remains to be seen. Meas- 
uring personalities, there is far more 
reason to expect a great congress scan- 
dal with a Henderson-Babcock house than 
there was with a Blaine-Garfield house. It 
is In the executive departments, how- 
ever that President McKinley’s incorri- 
gible amiability seems to promise results — 
ultimately of a’kind produced by Presi- 
dent Grant’s incorrigible confidence in his 
friends. 

The whisky ring and post tradership 
scandals were simply the result of the 
unchecked and unsupervised administra- 
tion of the treasury and war departments 
by politicians’ under the spoils system. 
That enother department, the postoffice, 
is being ‘administered today in precisely 
the same way is evidenced not only: by 
the Neely frauds in Havana, but the con- 
dition of the third postoffice in the coun- 
try. 

The Press goes on to criticise the 
presidential appointments as produc- 
tive of scandals yet untold. The Phil- 
adelphia postmaster is a “heeler Jack 
in office.”” In New York there are scan- 
dals “simply because of the character 
of presidential appointees.” In the 
chief city of Kentucky a federal office 
is “run on the worst lines of twenty 
years ago.” 

The employees are not only active in 
politics, but active against their will. 
The collector, one Charles E. Sapp, drives 
them to the meetings of the faction to 
which they are opposed. These things 
have been known to the secretary of the 
treasury for two years. He has been 
unable to act because this was a presi- 
dential office—because, in brief, the law- 
breaker who held it was pretected by 
William McKinley, to whom these things 
also were known. But Secretary Gage 
has a more bitter pill to swallow than this 
in the presence abcut his department of a 
grossly indecent spoilsman, one Robert J. 
Tracewell. He is the administration's 
Devery, the man whom the worst ele- 
ments of the party have succeeded in 
slipping into the place whence the en- 
forcement or the neglect of the law pro- 
ceeds. The place is that of comptroller 
of the treasury, the officer who passes on 
the technical legality of all disburse- 
ments. 

The question naturally arises: Why 
this belated attack upon President Mc- 
Kinley? There is not a case cited 
that was not known to the editor of 
The New York Press and his political 
associates two years ago, in full time 
to make their discussion effective in 
the election of delegates to the Phila- 
delphia convention in 1900, and failing 
to receive. attention there, to have en- 
tered into the direct campaign between 
the candidates of the two parties. But, 
for some purpose, Neelyism was smoth- 
ered, incompetent office holders were 
indorsed, a party capable of sins herein 
charged was supported, and only now, 
when there is a fly in the ointment 
somewhere, do we hear the bellowing 
of the belated reformer. 

Time will demonstrate that there is 
a great deal behind this assault upon 
the president. Mr. McKinley was weak 
enough to permit congress to override 
him in his determination a perform “a 
plain duty” toward the people of Porto 
Rico. We firmly believe that no mi 
regrets this misstep now more deeply 
than the president himself. In the be- 
ginning of his second term there re- 
mains other “plain duties’”’ to be per- 
formed, in which Mr.. McKnley un- 
doubtedly means not to be balked. The 
tariff must be revised. There must be 
absolute free trade between the states 
of the union, the territories thereof 
and the newly acquired countries as 
well.

When the president 
went on to say that his “only ambi- 
tion is to serve through my second 
term to the acceptance of my country- 
men, whose generous confidence I go 
deeply appreciate, and then with them 
to do my duty in the ranks of private 
citizenship,” he intimated that he was 
no longer in the hands of managers 
who would seek to bend his sense of 
duty to their necessities.

ing out of the oppositivn to the Stand- 
ard Oil trust in Ohio, and the organiza- 
tion into one body of all the paper- 
makers of the Dominion of Canada. 
This list, according to The Indianapo- 
lis News, can be re-enforced by com- 
binations in all lines of business, such 
ab Be vevermnkirs, tig-can interests, 
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carpet ~combinations, dry goods and | 


machinery trusts, shipbuilding com- 
binations, locomotives and salmon fish- 
eries—nothing seems to be omitted. 
New: combinations that are promised 
are the publishers of popular music, 
to form the American Music Publish- 
ing Association, with a capital of 
$4,090,000, and the combination of sev- 
eral of the big watch companies into 
a watch trust with a capital of $75,- 
000,000 


All that the average citizen can do 
is to organize a trust of wonderment 
and await the result of these gigantic 
‘combinations.

There will te standing room only ON Fftime, becoming the

| NEWLY ELECTED PRESIDENT 
OF EMORY’S TRUSTEES 


Mr. Jesse P. Williams, of Savannah, 
recently elected president of the board of 
trustees of Emory college, was born in 
Wayne county, North Carolina, near 
Goldsboro, fifty-nine years ago, His fath- 
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er was a wealthy planter, and young Wil- 
liams had every advantage of education. 
He attended the neighborhood schools un- 
til ‘he was of an age that would iurify 
his being sent away m home, where- 
upon he was entered af’the Franklin Mil- 
itary institute. His next eflort in pur- 
suit of a finished education was in the 
University of Virginiay*whither he went 
after close application in the military in- 
stitute. His career in the university, hcw- 
ever, was cut short by the outbreak of 
the civil war. It was in the fall of 1560 
that he went to the university, anc after 
one tertii.¢Here he was ready to enter the 
confederat@*Bervice, a trip to Washington 
and ng ee one of the inaugural cere- 
monies, when Lincoln assumed the presi- 
dency, not having cooled his gidor in 
the southern cause. 

Mr. Williams’s first military serv'ce was 
in the Twentieth North Carolina regnnent, 
company E. Colonel) Allison, a Georgian, 
and afterwands General Allison, was in 
command of the regiment. Witheit Mr, 
Williams remained for a year, when he 
returned home and raised a company, of 
which he was made captain. Wis c.m- 
mand became a part of ‘né Fifty-fifth 
North Carolina regiment, with which ke 
served one year before resigning, and 
later becoming adjutant of Nethercott’s 
battalion of partisan rangers, a famous 
command. After a time he rafsei an ed- 
ditional company of ranzers, Which was 
attached to the battalion, the tatter, in 
Sixty-sixth North 
Carolina regiment. a portion of General 
Kirkland’s brigade, Hoke’s division. He 
served until Johnston’s surrender, when 
he went home. 

Endowed with a commercial instinct 
that has always made Mr. Wiiiijams &ab- 
hor idleness, the ct-devant sold’er cf the 
confederacy did not remain jong without 
something to do. His first eviployment 
was as bookkeeper with a large firfm at 
Conway, S. C:, which he gave up after 
a time because of il) health, ecce; tine in- 
stead a position as general salesman. 
After working for some time in that 
capacity he resigned and emoarked in bus- 
iness for himself at Port Hartson, 5. C. 
Success followed his venture, and during 
the ten years he remained in Port Harel- 
son he made the money that bus proven 
the nucleus for his prasent lIcrge fcr- 
tune, 

Foreseeing the future that awaited 
Georgia pine lands, Mr. Wiliams had in- 
vested largely. He also saw with ,ro- 
phetic vision the business possibliittes 
of Savannah and decided ty locate there, 
though he was tendered a2 interest in the 
firm of J. H. Parker & Co., the then largest 
cotton and naval stores factors of 
Charleston. He came to Savannah in De- 
cempber, 1879, and has been steadily cn- 
gaged in business in that city ever since, 
His first connection was with the*‘firm of 
Williams & Watson, which, after two 
years, became J. P. Williams Co., 
which remained the style of the fitm until 
three years ago, when ,.t Was charged to 
the J. P. Williams Company, which has 
a paid in capital stock of $300,000, thovgh 
this amount does not begin to indicate 
the resources of the company. e 

Mr, Williams js the wealthiest naval 
stores merchant in Savannah and {s prob- 
ably the wealthfest citizen. He is gen- 
erally considered as easily a millionaire. 
He is very largely interested in lands, and 
his deals in realty have been wonder- 
fully remunerative. As president of the 
Williams Invesfment Company he has ex- 
tensive interests in Alabamu, where vast 
areas of pine lands have been purchased. 
Within the last eighteen months some 
large profits from land deals have Leen 
made by Mr. Williams. 

His abilities are not confined to the 
commercial world. for he has displayed 
them in railroad ownership and direction. 
As president of the Georgia, Piorilia and 
Alabama railroad, formerly the Georgia 
Pine, he has seen the enlargement of the 
property and its prospective extension to 
Tallahassee, Fla. He is also pres*dent 
of the National Tank and Export Com- 
pany, recently organized, with an author- 
ized capital of $1,000,000, which is expected 
to prove very successful and very bene- 
ficlal to the port of Savannah. 

Thovgh never allowtng politics 
terfere with his business, Mr. 
has yet indulged in a modest way. He 
gferved the city of Savannah fifteen 
months as alderman, and no member of 
the board was more competent or looked 
more faithfully to the city's interests. 

Mr. Williams’s contributions to charita- 
ble and educational causes have been many 
and generous. Among his .lonations may 
be recalled one of $1,000 to the endowment 
fund for Emory. He has been a iifelong 
member of the Methodist «hurch and is 
a member of the board of trustees of 
Trinity and the board ‘of trustees of Wes- 
ley Monumental. He is also on the board 
of stewards of Trinity, 

Since 1899 Mr. Williams has been a 
member of the board. of trustees of Emo- 
ry ‘college, and his interest in the insti- 
tution and its work has always been 
great. Never has he failed to show this 
interest, and before it has-paled the in- 
terest of many of its alumni. His ele- 
vation to the presidency came as a great 
surprise to him and. he is -ieeply appre- 
clative of the honor. The instance is 
the only one in years in which any cther 
than an alumnus of Emory has keen 
made president of the board.

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[BRANTLEY A. DENMARK’S FUNERAL TAKES 


PLACE IN SAVANNAH THIS, AFTERNOON 


Savannah, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—The 
funeral of the late Brantley A. Denmark 
will take place from the First Baptist 
church, Chippewa square, at 4 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon. The funeral services 
will be conducted by Rev. Dr. John D. 
Jordan, pastor of the church. The pall- 
bearers selected from Mr. Denmark's per- 
sonal, professional and business friends 
will be Judge Robert Falligant, Judge 
Thomas M. Norwood, Walter G. Chariton, 
William L. Gignilliat Judge Henry B. 
Tompkins, of Atlanta; William Thomp- 
kins, of Atlanta; William B. Stillwell, 
Edward T. Comer, Horace A, Crane, Hen- 
ry D. Stevens and Captain John Flan- 
nery. Captain Flannery will represent 
among the pallbearers the Hibemian 5o- 
ciety, of which Mr. Denmark was a mem- 
ber. 

The members of the Savannah bar will 
meet at the superior courtroom at 3:15 
o'clock, and with the officers of the supe- 
rior and city courts will attend the fu- 
neral in a body. It is probable that a 
committee will be appointed to draft and 
submit to another meeting resolutions of 
respect touching the life and death of 
Mr. Denmark, 

The death of Hon. Brantley A. Den- 
mark has shrouded Savannah in gloom. 
Mr. Denmark was not only one of the 
leaders of the Savannah bar, but was one 
of the city’s wealthiest, most active and 
most prominent business men 
of its most enterprising and public spirit- 
ed citizens. He passed away quite peace- 
fully. For hours he had been unconscious 
and his condition was regarded as desper- 
ate in the extreme. While his physicians 
understood and his family realized that 
his life hung by a thread, qa slender hope 
of his recovery was entertained, and not 
until late last night were they brought 
face to face with the conclusion that the 
end was at hand, and. every moment 
brought it closer and closer. 

A week ago last Monday Mr. Denmark, 
complaining that he felt exceedingly fl, 
left his office in the middle of the day 
and did not return. He was troubled 
then with what was thought to be an at- 
tack of billousness, but which gradually 
developed symptoms more dangerous and 
more alarming. He had deen attended 
throughout by Dr. Chariton, and yester- 
day Dr. John .A. Crowther was called 
into consultation. /An examination dis- 
closed that the disease had developed into 
acute congestion of the kidneys, with oth- 
er complications. It was perceived that 
his condition was critical, and it was 
given out that the hope of his recovery 
was not more than slight. 

His wife and his brothers, R. I. Den- 
mark, of Quitman, and B. P. S. Denmark, 
of Valdosta; his physicians, his close bust- 
ness friend and associate, Mills B. Lane, 
and some of the old servants and depend- 
ents of the family were with him when 
the end ca , 

His brothers had come in on a train 
reaching the city early in the night, but 
Mr. Denmark even at the time of their 
arrival did not know them. His sleep 
was broken only by the end. There was 
no change of any kind in his apparent 
condition. When his time came he passed 
from this world into the next without a 
struggle. 

His son, Thomas N. Denmark, was in 
Athens attending the centennial anniver- 
sary of the University of Georgia when 
he was telegraphed yesterday of his fa- 
ther’s desperate illness. He started on 
the first train for Savannah and will 
reach the citv early this morning. 

Mr. Denmark was born in Brooks coun- 
ty fifty-one years ago. His father was 
a planter, Tho@:as L. Denmark, and on 
the old plantation on which he was born 
the son spent his early years. In Brooks 
county he was prepared for the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, from which he was grad- 
uated with distinction with the class of 
1871. 

Immediately thereafter he began at 
Quitman the study of law, his first pre- 
ceptor and mentor being Hon. Henry C. 
Turner. After a few months he came to 
Sayannah and continued and completed 
his studies in the office of the old and 
then leading firm of Hartridge & Chis- 
holm. In the winter of the same year of 
his graduation from the University of 
Georgia he was admitted to the Savan- 
nah bar. 

He began the practice of law with G. A. 
Howell, who had been graduated with 
him from the university. the firm name 
being Howell & Denmark. The firm con- 


tinued until Mr. Howell’s marriage, when: 


he removed to Atlanta, and Mr. Den- 
mark for a time practiced law alone. 

Judge Henry B. Tompkins, thgn judge 
of the superior court, resigned from the 
bench to form a partnership with Mr. 
Denmark. Under the firm name of Tomp- 
kins & Denmark this continued until 
Judge Tompkins was again induced to 
accept the office of judge of the supe- 
rior court. Some time. afterwards Mr. 
Denmark formed a partnership with S. B, 
Adams, and later still Judge <A. Pratt 
Adams resigned from the bench of the 
superior court. to become a member of the 
firm. Under the style of Denmark, Ad- 
ams & Adams it continued until it was 
dissolved by the death of Judge Adams. 

Mr. Davis Freeman was then made a 
member of the firm, and after a number 
of years Edgar Denmark was also ad- 
mitted. Edgar Denmark died in 1898, and 
since that time the firm name and mem- 
bership have remaffred unchanged, the 
name being. Denmark, Adams & Freeman 
and the partners B. A. Denmark, Samuel 
B. Adams and Davis freeman. 

He was actively and prominently identi- 
fied, and had been for a score of years, 
with the business interests of Savannah 
and the state. Yesterday took place the 
annual meeting of the board of directors 
of the Citizens’ bank, and for the twelfth 
time he was elected president of that in- 
stitution. His life lasted but a few min- 
utes more than an hour of his new term. 

He was president of the Southwestern 
Railroad Company and vice president of 
the Chattahoochee and Gulf railroad at 
the time of his death. In the early nine- 
ties he organized the Savannah Construec- 
tion Company, by which the South Bound 
railroad was built. The South Bound 
connected Savannah and Columbia™ Its 
first president was H. M. Comer. and at 
his resignation he was succeeded ‘by Mr. 
Denmark, 

Mr. Denmark was an officer or director 
of more than a score of corporations, 
large and small. in Savannah and every 
part of the state. Among the more im- 
portant of these are the Eagle and Phenix 
mills and the Columbus Power Company, 
of Columbus; the Bibb Manufacturing 
Company, of Macon; the Savannah Hote] 
Company, which owns the DeSoto hotel, 
of Savannah; the Atlantic and Gulf mills, 


and one, 
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of Quitman, and many others. He and 
his lifelong friend, the late H. M. Comer, 
were the prime movers in the _ organiza- 
tion of the company which built the De- 
Soto hotel. 

He was: executor of the estates of some 
of the wealthiest men and women who 
have died in recent years in Savannah, 
including that of Mr. Comer. He was a 
member of the board of trustees of the 
University of Georgia and of the board 
of education of Chatham county. 

His love for his alma mater was one 
of the distinguishing characteristics of 
the man. At the meeting of the Alumni 
Society he was appointed chairman of 
the committee to raise an endowment 
fund for the use of the university, and 
in this work he had embarked with his 
whole soul. His success had been re- 
markable. By his unassisted efforts he 
had raised nearly $12,000 in Savannah 
alone, and his associates on the commit- 
tee, largely because of the enthusiasm for 
the work with which he inspired them, 
had increased this amount tO More than 
$50,000. 

This week or next Mr. Denmark was 
going to make his report to the Alumni 
Society. which will be in session at Ath- 
ens. and he had looked forward to it as 
the happiest of his life. The work he had 
undertaken had been crowned with an 
abundant success, and in his gpinion, 
what had been done already was but the 
beginning, 

He was prominent amon 
of many societies, benevolent, historical 
and educational, of Savannah. He was 
a member of the Georgia Historical So- 
clety and of the ‘board of managers of 
the Telfair Academy of Arts. of the 
Union Society and of several others. He 
was a communicant of the Savannah 
Baptist church. 

In 1877 Mr. Denmark married Miss An- 
nie Stark, of this city. and his wife, with, 
one son, Thomas N. Denmark. survive’ 
him. He leaves besides two brothers and 
three sisters. The latter are Mrs. A. A. 
McFarlin, of Jefferson county, Florida; 
Mrs. M. Hodges, of Decatur county. 
Georgia, and Mrs. F’. E. Sanders, of Leon 
county, Florida. :

Brantley Denmark, of Savannah, reached 
the city. It was a shock to all who 
knew him and also to those who knew

It hag only been one year since he was 
placed upon the board of trustees, but 
inthat time he had. demonstrated his 
ability as a leader. He early grasped the 
true significance of the resolution passed 
by the Alumni Society in 1897 to raise an 
endowment fund for the University of 
Georgia. and as chairman of the endow- 
ment committee had given a great deal 
of time and energy and ability to the 
work. As a resuit of his labors his own 
congresgional district shows up subscrip- 
tions to the amount of nearly $12,000, and 
he had seen the fund swell to figures al- 
most to $50,000. His death is an irrepara- 
ble loss to the university just at this 
time of all others. 

The death of Mr. Denmark was an- 
nounced to the board of trustees imme- 
diately after that body met this morning 
at 9. o’clock. 

Mr. duBignon,

with deep regret and sorrow of the death 
of its valued member, Hon. Brantley A.

The trustees are anxious to honor the 
memory of their fellow member who was 
attached to them so closely, and during 
their present session they will no doubt 
take action along the line of this sugges- 
tion, 

All to whom it was mentioned agreed 
that it would be the proper and graceful 
compliment. to the memory of Brantley 
A. Denmark.

Chancellor Hill was deeply moved when 
he received the news.

BRANTLEY A. DENMARK AS 
LAWYER, MAN AND CITIZEN 


The death of Brantley A. Denmark is 
not alone the loss of Savannah; it is the 
loss of the state and some of its fore- 
most institutions. Quiet, modest, unas- 
suming, he was nevertheless a leader of 
men and of movements. What he did, 
even in public matters, was without 
display, yet his was a part without which 
success would be wanting. He would lay 
the solid foundations of the towering 
structure; other hands might aid in and 
receive the plaudits for the superstruc- 
ture, but his work was tuere and it was 
the work that made possible the accom- 
plishment of the end aimed at. He did 
not believe in the floumting banner or the 
trumpet’s blare; his method was one of 
quiet but untiring energy which, once de- 
voted to a purpose he believed to be 
right, was maintained with unswerving 
fidelity and abiding confidence. 

As @ lawyer none stood higher in the 
ranks of the profession. He was the 
counsellor of the office and not the ad- 
vocate of the forum; he gave advice 
upon which absolute reliability could be 
placed, but he did not attempt to sway 
the passions and prejudices of men. He 
could have exerted a great influence with 
juries, --particularly in, his own com- 
munity, for he was Rnown to every one 
as a man of the highest honor, the strict- 
est traith and unexampled probity. But 
he was a business man’s lawyer and his 
advice was sought by a client with the 
firm conviction that it would point the 
correct way. He adopted this side of the 
profession by preference, and though 
others have made large fortunes therein, 
none have pursued it with truer success. 

As a man Mr. Denmark’s characteris- 
tics well qualified him for the business 
life he led, and for the part he took in 
the upbuilding of his community and his 
state. Few men have ever possessed a 
keener sense of justice; none has used it 
to more practical purpose. This was 
realized by a)] classes in the community 
in which he lived. Though outspoken in 
his opinions and firm in his convictions, 
nothing could turn him from what he 
thought was right. He was ever ready 
to accord justice to his enemy and jus- 
tice to his friend. He was not a poll- 
tician, but politicians looked up to him. 
In troublous times when factions in 
Chatham county seemed likely to come 
to blows, often had he been called upon 
to say which side was right and which 
was wrong, and unhesitatingly would 
friend and foe abide the result of his de- 
cision, for they knew it was prompted 
alone by justice tempered nefther with 
fear nor favor. As a member of the Bap- 
tist church he was as unostentatious as 
in private life, yet his incu accorded 
well with his means and they always 
went where they accomplished good. 

As a citizen his career will leave its 
imprint upon the public and sémi{-public 
institutions he has served and helped to 
make. Within a week there will be pre- 
sented to the University of Georgia an 
engowment fund of $50,000, the gift of its 
alumni. The suggestion that this goen- 
tennial fund be raised was Mr. Den- 
mark’s. He was the chairman of the 
committee of the ‘alumni soclety which 
took the work in hand. In his district, 
the first congressional district, there was 
raised alone $12,000, nearly one-fourth of 
the entire fund, and nearly double the 
amount raised in any other district of 
the state. As a graduate of the universi- 
ty he was devoted to it in every sense of 
the word; as a trustee from the state at 
large, to which place he was appointed 
in 1899, he had only begun to do thag 
greater work in behalf of the institution 
which this position gave him power to 
do, and from the accomplishment of 
which he has been so untimely cut off. 
His is a loss the university must ever 
feel; the memory of his work in its be- 
half cannot be effaced. 

Into ali other enterprises of a public 
nature with which he was connected, as 
a life member of the bo&rd of education 
of Savannah, as a builder of railroads for 
the development of his section and of his 
state, and as president of one of the fore- 
most and most successful banking insti- 
tuticns in Savannah and in the south he 
carried that same spirit, and their de- 
velopment, though never meteoric, has 
always been substantial and enduring: 
He was a man who loved to see things 
grow and he enjoyed being an element— 
though almost an unseen é@lement—in 
their progress.

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MAY SELL CITY PROPERTY 


Land Owned Is of But Little Use to 
Government. 


IT COULD BE DISPOSED OF 


Mayor To Recommend That “ouncil 
Have Committee Look Into the 
Matter at Early Date. 


Next Monday afternoon Mayor Mims 
will probably. send a communication to 
council recommending that the public 
buildings and grounds committee con- 
sider the different properties owned by 
the city with a view to determining what 
land may be disposed of to advantage. 

It appears that the city now owns con- 
siderable property which is of little use 
to the government, but which might be 
well adapted to the needs of manufacto- 
ries, and which could doubtless be made 
to bring in a good revenue to the city. 
In this connection it may be that the 
Lakewood property will be considered. 

The city gets nothing from that land 
at present, and it may be that the park 
can be sold to some individual or amuse- 
ment company,the city to be the gainer by 
such an arrangement. Councilman Lewis 
and Alderman Day, members of the 
buildings and grounds committee, have 
visited Lakewood in accordance with the 
communication sent to council last week 
by the mayor. 

At present, it seems, the agreement ex- 
isting between the city and the occupants 
of Lakewood is to the effect that the 
buildings shall be insured and kept in 
repairs and that the grounds must be 
improved. When this agreement expires 
it is probable that the city will take 
charge of the grounds and. dispose of the 
entire property.

Dr LL Wolf and Wife Arrested on 
Complaint of Daughter, 


STORY TOLD 10 POLICE 


Fannie Wolf Says Her Stepmother 
Waznted To Drag Her Down, 
and Her Father Wished 
To Cut Her Heart 
Out. 


Dr. L. I. Wolf and Mrs. Wolf were 
locked up at the police barracks yester- 
day afternoon by Patrolman Estes under 
instructions from Chief Ball. The cause 
of the arrest’ of the doctor and his wife 
was 2 complaint made, by Fannie Wolf, 
the sixteen-year-old datighter of the doc- 
tor and the step-daughter of Mrs. Wolf. 

The story told by the girl is one of the 
most startling that has come to the at- 
tention of the police in a long while. She 
states that her father tried to cut her 
throat because she would not live with 
the step-mother. 

Patrolman Estes first heard of the affair 
from the Ardmore hotel, where the girl 
bad taken refuge, she says, in order tv 
ezcape from her step-mother. 

The Entire Family Locked Up. 

Mrs. Wolf was first arrested and she 
was behind the bars and her daughter was 
in one of the detention wards. Dr. Wolt 
hastcned to the police barracks, and h®& 
rushed up to the sergeant’s desk and de- 


manded in a loud voice: 

“Why have you locked by daughter up 
in prison?’ 

“We want you, doctor,” the station ser- 
geant told him, and the doctor was soon 
behind the bars. 

Fannie Wolf and Mrs. Wolf's little girl, 
together with a young lady friend, were 
placed together in a detention ward for 
the night. 

Mrs. Wolf tvas locked up in a cil in the 
white female department, while the doc- 
tor was in a cell down stairs. 

To a reporter of The Constitution Mrs. 
Wolf made a statement. She said that 
Fannie ran away from home and went to 


|the Ardmore and that her father merely 


wanted her to return home. 

“Fannie is not very-/bright,’’ said Mrs. 
Wolf, “and this thing will show up all 
right in the end. I have never mistreated 
Fannie.”’ 

Mrs. Wolf was remarkably calm in her 
cell. She even smiled and chatted as if 
the whole affair was a sort of joke. 

He Raged Like a Madman. 

Dr. Wolf, in his cell down stairs, was 
raging like a madman half the night. He 
bad Leen drinking and he swore all sorts 
of vengeance against the police for lock- 
ing his entire family up. 

Fannie Wolf reiterated her story of 
cruel treatment to the reporter of The 
Constitution. She said that Dr. Wolf haa 
been led to mistreat hér by her step- 
mother. 

Dr. Wolf and his wife will be arraigned 
before the recorder this afternoon. Their 
home is at the corner of East Fair and 
Fraser streets. The doctor is a lawyer. 
He and his wife have had many rows and 
have often been in the courts. 


IT WILL REMAIN A MYSTERY 


No Developments in Murder Case in 
DeKalb County—Jury To Meet 
Next Wednesday. 

There were no new developments in the 
murmer case in DeKalb county yesterday, 
but the authorities have not ceased their 
efferts to ferret out the murdcrer of Bor- 

ta Jackson. 

Attorney Hooper Alexander, who has 
been examining the witnesses for the 
state before the coroner’s jury, says he 
will continue to seek for evidence until 
next Wednesday, when the jury will re- 
convene. 

“We will try,’’ states the attorney, ‘“‘to 
account for all that Flowers and the ne- 
groes on his place did from the last tim? 
Berta was seen until] late in the night. 
We have not got to the bottom of that 
yet. The investigation has been close and 
the examination of the witnesses rigid, 
but we have so far found no evidence 
that would Warrant us in holding anybody 
under suspicion.”’

ARE STILL AWRY 


Governor Will borrow $700, 
000 To Help Out 


THE TEACHERS MUST WAIT 


Governor Will Try To Pay Part of 
Their Salaries After Paying Ju- 
ly Interest—Why Fublic 
Property Fund Can’t 
Be Used.

There is no other solution to the state's 
‘financial muddle brought about by the 
litigation over the public property fund 
according to state officials but that the 
teachers must wait until fall for thelr 
money. : oe 

Governor Candler has decided to borrow 
$200,000, and will make arrangements to 
do so as’*soon as he gets a statement 
of the treasury’s status from Treasurer 
Park. This statement will be ready for 
the governor today, but he will take no 
action in the matter before tomorrow, 
and perhaps not before Monday, as he 
will spend today in Athens attending the 
meeting of the state university trustees. 

Governor Candler will make an effort 
to get this $200,000 from the state depos- 
itories at 2 per cent, the same rate of 
interest as they pay the state. Whether 
or not he can do this, he does not yet 


know, but it is thought probable they’ 


will willingly lend the money to the 
state. 

During the last session of the genera 
assembly when the debate on the depot 
bill was in progress, the statement was 
frequently made that none of the state’s 
bonded indebtedness was due until 1915, 
and yet it is a fact that a sinking fund 
of $100,000 is collected annually by taxa- 
tion and is used to retire that amount of 
the state’s bonds. 

This latter fact has led some to ask 
why the public property fund cannot be 
used to pay off these bonds annually, and 
the sinking fund thus be done away with. 
It might be possible, could this be done, 
to collect that much more taxes for 
general purposes. The trouble is, how- 
ever, that the sinking fund of $100,000 a 
year is collected under constitutional pro- 
vision, paragraph 1, section 14, article 7, 
and it must continue to be raised for 
that purpose and no other as long as 
the state has any bonded debt. 

The sinking fund is now being collected 
under this provision of the constitution 
to pay off the bonds issued under the 
act of 1887, of which there are $1,500,000 
yet to be paid. Beginning with July, 1917, 
the sinking fund will be used to pay off 
the bonds issued under the act of 1889, 
amounting to $1,833,000. 

In the meantime the bonds issued under 
the act of 1884, amounting to $3,392,000, 
will mature in 1915, and it was this debt 
to which reference was made in the legis- 
lative debates. It is true, therefore, that 
none of the state’s bonded indebtedness 
to which the public property fund can be 
applied will be done until 1915, and until 
that time the fund must He practically 
idle. 

The state’s total bonded debt amounts 
to $7,731,500, and it would take seventy- 
seven ye: *s for the sinking fund to en- 
tirely dispose of it. 

Will Remain in Depositories. 

The public property fund will remain 
in the state depositories where it has 
always been kept. 

‘“T shall leave the money in the state 
depositories,’’ Governor Candler sald yes- 
terday. “The law savs I must put it 
there, and it will remain there. I shall 
let the. courts go on and-ssettle the rest 
of the questions. now before I take any 
further action in the matter.’’ 

Treasurer Park, when asked about the 
matter, said the governor had the direc- 
tion of the funds in this respect and he 
would leave that question entirely to 
him. 

“IT see no good reason for withdrawing 
the money,” he said. ‘“‘The depositories 
are the best places for it. It is not my 
opinion that it Is illegal to keep it there.’’ 

It turns out now, according to Treas- 
urer Park and Comptroller General 
Wright, that there will not have to be 
$112,000, more credited to the public prop- 
erty fund. They have investigated the 
items which were included in the list of 
public property said to have been sold 
and the proceeds turned into the general 
fund. The result, it is stated, is that it 
was found practically all of this property 
was sold before the adoption of the con- 
stitution of 1877. So far as they have 
been able to discover, they think only 
about $10,000 or $12,000 will have to be 
paid back into the public property fund, 
and $7,000 of this is interest on the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the Northeastern 
railroad. . 

“TI shall try to get the $200,000 néeded 
from the state depositories at 2 per cent,”’ 
Governor Candler said yesterday when 
asked about the matter. ‘I do not know 
yet whether I can do this. In fact, I will 
not take any steps at all until I get the 
statement from the treasurer.’’ 

There has been no step taken so far 
toward the solution of the trouble, and 
outside of negotiating the loan of $200,000 
nothing can be done until the legislature 
meets. Then the plan suggested by At- 
torney General J. M. Terrell in his opinion 
on the depot question will probably be 
brought into use. That plan, as men- 
tioned in The Conatitution yesterday, is 
to apply the public property fund to the 

ayment of interest, and use the money 
rom taxation for the schools. 

State’s Credit in No Danger. 

Governor Candler yesterday gave out 
the following statement concerning the 


situation: 
It is a tempest in a teapot. The credit of 
the state is in no danger. The insinuation that 
the state depositories have had anything to 
do with it is unwarranted and unjust to both 
the deposituries and the court. It is the resuit 
of the unwise practic: for years past of ap- 
propriating more money than we raise by tax- 
ation. In every annual message I have ever 
written I have called attention to this evil, 
and in a special message on the financial con- 
dition of the state, sent to the general assembly 
on the 25th aay of November, 1898, a few 
days after I was inaugurated governor the 
first time, I said: ‘‘Thus it is demonstrated 
that you must either raise the rate of taxation 
or reduce your atin oy to schools and 
pensions. . . . It is right for us to guard 
@#ith jealous care these two objects of the 
state’s care, but we must at the same time not 
lose sight of the fact that those who pay the 
taxes are entitled to as much consideration as 
Nhose who get the benefit of them.’’

BUST OF FRANCIS BARTOW 
SAID TO BE FINE LIKENESS 
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Bust of UWeneral Francis Bartow 
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The model for the bust of General Bat- 
tow, to be placed at Forsyth park, Sa- 
vannah, was seen in Atlanta yesterday. 
George Julian Zolnay, the sculptor, 
brought it here for the purpose of con- 
suiting Mrs. Seabrook, the former wife 
of General Bartow, as to the likeness. 
Mrs. Henry K. Bees, of Marietta, a 
daughter of General Bartow, was also in 
the city to criticise the work. Doth pro- 
nounced the likeness to be excellent and 
the bust to be highly satisfactory in 
every respect. 

The monument is to be placed at the en- 
trance to Forsyth park, Savannah, to- 
gether with a similar one of General La- 
fayette McLaws. The two handsome 
bronze’ busts, mounted on pedestals of 
Georgia granite, will form an imposing 
entrance to the park. The works will 
be one and one-third life size, standing 
about thirteen feet, pedesta! and all. 

It is the strong, artistic conviction of 
Mr. Zolnay, the artist, that public statues 
should be placed on a level near the eye 
rather than towering above the head 
where they are necessarily foreshortened. 

An oil portrait by Willis Pepoon was 
also here for the inspection of Mrs. Sea- 
brook. It was painted for the Georgia 
Historical Society building at Savannah. 
The portrait is considered a sympathetic 
and characteristic representation of the 
distinguished general. A similar one of 
Genera] MclLaws will be seen in Savan- 
nah today for criticism -by members of 
the family, Both portraits ill be pre- 
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To Be Placed in Forsyth Park, 
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sented to the historical society in August. 

The Bartow bust will not be ylaced be- 
fore October. Mr. Zolnay, the artist, is 
well known through his Winnie Davis 
memorial monument and Jefferson Davis 
statue at Richmond, a bust of Sam Da- 
vis, at Nashville; the Edgar Allen Poe 
bust at the University of Virginia, and 
other works. 

General Francis Stebbins Bartow was a 
Georgian of great distinction. He was born 
in Savannah September 6, 1816. A citizen of 
his commanding ability and magnetic 
character could searcely avoid public hon- 
ors; but it was not until the secession agi- 
tation moved the south that Colonel Far- 
tow took a conspicuous part in tne public 
drama of that eventful period. Colonel 
Bartow was elected’ by the secession ccn- 
ventions of Georgia one of the tarce dcle- 
gates to represent the state in the pro-+ 
visional congress of the confederate 
states. assembled at Montgomery, Ala. 
In this distinguished body he was chuir- 
man of the committee on military affairs 
and author of gray as the color for the 
uniform of the confederate army. At the 


first battle of Manassas, July 21, 1861, he 
commanded a brigade of five regiments, 
and was there killed, when the climax of 
victory was near. 
a member of the confederate congress at 
the time of his death, the Hon. Thomas 
R. R. Cobb pronounced his eulogy before 
that body, and it adjourned in honor of 
his memory. As already stated, previous 
to and on that memorable field of con- 
flict. he commanded a brigade of five reg- 
iments; hence his popular recognition as 
General Bartow, in which rank he 1s 
usually referred to and now best known.

Health Board To Discuss the Matter 
Today. 


MAY REVOKE ALL PERMITS 


Committee Will Suggest a New Sys- 
tem and Has Prepared Ques- 
tions for the Milk Man. 


The regular meeting of the city board 
of health will be held this afternoon, be- 
ginning at 5 o’clock. The chief matter 
of importance to come up for cohsidera- 
tion will be the report of the milk com- 
mittee, of which Dr. B. W. Bizzell is 
chairman. 

This committee, at a meeting held sev- 
eral days ago, prepared a set of rules 
which it is proposed shall govern all 
dealers in milk. If the recommendation 
or the committee is adopted all permits 
to sell milk will be revoked and a new 
system will be introduced. It is the in- 
tention to have all dealers registered, 
and they will be required to make re- 
ports to the board everv three months 
giving information about their dairies. 

The set of rules which has been pre- 
pared are largelv the result of the work 
of Dr. Bizzell, who has given the subject 
of milk a great deal of attention since 
he has been a member of the board. It 
is his desire that not only shall regular 
dairy owners be registered, but also all 
persons who live within the limits of the 
city who keep cows and dispose of their 
surplus milk to neighbors. 

It is proposed to issue certificates to 
all milk dealers and the inspectors will 
be required to look after the milk wagons 
that come into the city to ascertain if 
they are provided with the proper cer- 
tificates issued by the sanitary depart- 
ment. 

If the committee's report is adopted the 
questions that will be propounded to the 
milkmen will be about as follows: 

“Name of owner of dairv? Number o 
permit? For quarter ending? Loéation of 
dairy? Postoffice address? Number of 
cows milked? Average number of gal- 
lons per day? Form of transportation 
used? What cases of sickness among 
herd, and nature of disease? How many 
cows have died, and from what disease? 
How many insvections of milk from your 
dairy were made during the quarter? 
What were the results of the inspection? 
How many acres have you in pasturage? 
What is your water supply for herd? 
Upon what do you feed yvour cows? How 
are your cows housed? Is there any sew- 
erage connection,with the water su-~ ly 
of the herd? How often has the city 
inspector visited your dair- during the 
quarter, and what reports were made? 
Do you sell your milk directly to the 
consumers, or to some. depot? If to de- 
pot, which one?’’

POLICE HAVE CHILDREN 
SENT TO CHARITY HOME

A Cripple Lad and a Blue-Eyed Baby 
Boy Have Been Dismissed from 
the Haspital—Have No 
One To Take Care of 
Them. 


A little crippled lad and a tiny tot of a 
blue-eyed boy were turned over to the 
police yesterday by the Grady hospital. 

They were officially labeled “‘lost,’’ and 
the police placed them in the Home for 
the Friendless while a more diligent 
search will be instituted for the parents 


of the children. 

It is the first time ‘that the Grady hos- 
pital has ever had to appeal to the police 
to look after any of its patients and 
the cause of it yesterday was the fact 
that the mothers of the children who 
had placed the little folks in the hospital 
had failed to come back after them, at 
least one of the mothers had never re- 
turned to the hospital, 
gave the physictans a fictitious address. 

The crippled lad, sitting in a chair at 
the police barracks with his deformed 
feet, incased in steel braces, dangling 
under him almost useless, and the babe 
in the strong arms of an Officer, staring 
with wide open blue eyes at the crowd 
around them, made a scene which is 
seldom witnessed at the barracks.’ 

Yesterday Dr. Brewster, superintendent 
of the Grady hospital, wrote the chief of 
police the following letter: 

“Atlanta, Ga., June 13, 1901.—Captain 
Ball, Chief of Police. Dear Sir: The 
two children I send you—James Tay- 
lor and Burt Roberts—have mothers 
in the city, but we have fdiled to find 
them after diligent search, and we 
6end them to you for commitment 
to the Home for the Friendless until 
their mothers can be found. Yours 
truly, T. F..

Superintendent. 
Police Take the Children. 

With the note were the crippled Iad, 
Jimmie Taylor, and the blue-eyed baby 
boy, Burt Roberts. ? 

Chief Ball had the children transfer- 
red to the Home’ forthe Friendless. The 
little ones had been gfVen all the treat- 
ment possible by the. hospital physicians 
and they could no longer be kent as pa- 
tients. 

Chief Ball fs trying to find the mothers 
of the children. 

Jimmie Taylor was brourht to Atlanta 
by his mother, who resided at Clarks- 
ville. The Constitution contained a story 
at the time about the crippled boy. Mrs. 
Taylor said her husband had deserted 
her and left her with the lame lad and 
& babe in her arms. She was given per- 
mission to place the boy in the Grady 
hospital to undergo an _ operation to 
Straighten his crooked feet. The opera- 
tion was performed and the boy’s feet 
placed in steel braces. He is much better 
and will be able to walk when he grows 
older. 

But Mrs. Taylor never returned to as- 
certain how the boy was getting along 
and when it came time to dismiss him 
from the hospital she could not be found. 

_ Mother Cannot be Found. 

About two months ago a woman carried 
&@ baby to the hospital for medical treat- 
ment. The child was very ill, but its 
life was saved. The woman gave her 
name aS Mrs. Roberts and the child's 
as Burt Roberts. She also gave the place 
of her residence. She called to -see the 
baby a few times and was at the hos- 
pital &@ week ago. Two days ago the 
child was pronounced well and a search 
was made for Mrs. Roberts. She was 
hot found at the address she had given. 

There was nothing to do but turn the 
children over to the police so they could 
ts placed in the Home for the Friend- 
ess. 

It ts believed Mrs. Roberts will go af- 
ter her baby,-but the authorities have 
little hopes of ever locating Mrs. Taylor 
and the crfryled boy will probably have 
to be taken care of by the city until he 
is old enough to earn his livelihood. He 
appears to be about seven years old.

As a 
result of the two conferences, majority 
and minority reports on the subjecf will 
go to council next Monday afternoon. 

The members of both committees seem 
to be a unit in declaring that truf ex- 
changes are injurious. 

Those present yesterday at the meet- 
ing were Messrs. Kontz, Grady, Johnson, 
Minhinnett and Hill. 

The Kontz ordinance seeking to prevent 
the telephone from being used to piace 
bets was voted on favorably by Messrs. 
Grady and Kontz and adversely by 
Messrs, Johnson, Minhinnett and Hill. 

The three voting against the ondinance 
expressed the opinion that it would not 
be right to hold a saloonkeeper responsi- 
ble for the act of some one else who 
might use the saloon telephone for bet- 
ting purposes without the knowledge of 
the owner. 

The Minhinnett ordinance providing 
that turf exchanges should be allowed in- 
side the city Hmits and licensed at $2,300 
@ year was amended so as to fix the li- 
cense at $1,500. 

The Minhinnett ordinance received the 
favorable vote of Messrs. Johnson, Hill 
and Minhinnett, while Messrs, Kontz and 
Grady voted against it. 

When the reports of the two commit- 
tees are sent to council next Monday they 
wil] doubtless be the subject of consid- 
erable discussion,

Bar tha first 
act, itis a godd play... 

The characters are cleanly and distinct- 
ly drawn, and have their fit and appointed 
places in the story.. The comedy is ex- 
cellent. Easterbrook’s lines are nota- 
bly sparkling. For those who go in for 
that sort of thing there is heart interest 
a-plenty. . 

The story begins down on the farm in 
North Carolina, where dwells one Al- 
bert Rogers, his wife, Lydia Ann, a sort 
of rustic Maggie Cline, and their daugh- 
ter, Esmeralda. 

Esmeralda is the beloved of Dave Har- 
dy, who owns one of the upright farms 
in the vicinity. Iron ore is found on 
the Rogers farm, Lydia Ann sells out 
despite the protestations of the old man, 
and Esmeralda, and determines to show 
Paris how. Dave follows, and after a 
time it is discovered (no matter how) that 
the fron ore is on his perpendicular farm 
and not on the Rogers ancestral acres.

Big Increase in Number of Enterprises 
es This Year. 
THE GROCERS HEAD THE LIST 


There Are 502 Firms of This Char- 
acter in Atlanta. 


| CHINAMEN MONOPOLIZE THE LAUNDRIES 


Only’ Three People Here Who Are 
Licensed To Read Other Citi- 
zens’ Heads and Hands. 


Since the beginning of the year there 
has been a great increase in the number 
of licensed businesses in Atlanta. 

An itemized statement showing the va- 
rious enterprises that are liable for per- 
mits to do business has just been com- 
pleted by City License Inspector Hunter. 
According to this report there are fully 
500 more businesses this year than last. 

The new tax ordinance goes into effect 
on July ist, and those liable for licenses 
will have five days in which to take 
them out. Heretofore the 8th was the 
last day for payment, but the tax com- 
mittee recently changed the ordinance 
making the 5th the final day of grace. 
The ordinance was adopted by council at 
its last meeting. 

The grocers head the list. There are 
more grocers in Atlanta than any other 
one line of trade. According to the books 
in the city clerk’s office 502 grocers will 
take out licenses on the Ist. Then there 
are 116 butchers, 111 coal and wood yards, 
54 dry goods merchants, 38 commission 
merchants, 72 dealers in cigars and to- 
bacco and 74 that deal in ~‘~arettes. 

There are 46 laundries, of which 39 are 
operated by Chinamen. Eighty-three boot- 
blacks take out licenses, while 87 barbers 
(operating 323 chairs) ply their trade in 
the city. That soft drinks are in demand 
is evinced from the fact that there are 93 
licensed soda water fountains in Atlanta. 
Under the head of phrenologist and palm- 
ist three licenses have been taken out. 

In all there are about 3,500 licensed busi- 
nesses in,the city. These figures, how- 
ever, do not include dray, ‘hack and 
liquor dealers” licenses.

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DUNTON CASE COMES 
BEFORE JURY TODAY 


Grand Jury Will Prebs Into His Con- 
nection with Wreck. 


WITNESSES ARE SUMMONED 


If Indictment Is Returned He May 
Be Tried Next Week. 


CRIMINAL COURT CONVENES MONDAY 


Docket Comparatively Light, Hav- 
ing Few Cases of Public In- 
terest. 


The charge of murder against G. B. 
Dunton, the yard conductor of the South- 
ern Railway Company, growing out of 
the recent disastrous wreck in the South- 
ern yards, will be investigated today by 
the grand jury. 

The papers in the case have been pre- 
pared and will be’ submitted to the jury 
when it meets this morning. A number 
of witnesses have also been summoned 
to appear before the jury and the con- 
nection of Dunton with the accident will 
be thoroughly investigated. 

Dunton was arrested the day of the 
wreck and was bound over to the su- 
perior court on the charge of murder by 
Recorder Nash R. Broyles. He has been 
confined in the Tower since, as Judge 
Broyles refused to allow his release on 
bond, 

If the grand jury returns a true bill 
against Dunton his case will probably be 
called for trial next week before Judge 
Candler. The Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen have interested themselves in 


the case and the trial will be hotly con- 
tested. 


Criminal Cases on Docket. 

Judge Candler will convene the crimi- 
nal superior court Monday morning. 
With the exception of the Dunton case 
there are few cases on the docket of 
public interest. 

The docket contains about forty cases. 
Of this number about thirty are jail cases 
and the remainder of the defendants are 
out on bond. The docket is considered 
practically light and Judge Candler is of 
the opinion that the session of. court will 
consume less than a week. 

The grand jury at its last session re- 
turned true bills against Dr. Joe Jacobs 
for assault and battery and carrying con- 
cealed weapons, but it is likely that the 
cases will be transferred to the city 
criminal court, as they embrace mis- 
demeanor charges. The indictments were 
the outgrowth of the trouble between Dr. 
Jacobs and Dr. W. 8. Elkin, Jr. 

The case against Henry Redman, the 
negro charged with cutting the throat of 
John Corrigan, assistant to Solicitor 
Eugene Black, is set for trial next week. 
The grand jury returned an indictment 
against Redman charging him with as-. 
sault with intent to murder. 

Should the grand jury return a true 
bill against Barry, the United States 
soldier who shot Patrolman Quinn last 
Sunday, he will likely be tried during the 
week. The grand jury will probably in- 
vestigate his case today.

The Precipitation Has Been General 
Throughout the Whole State 
of Georgia. 

Forecast for Georgia today: Fair, ex- 
cept rain in eastern portion. No marked 
change in temperature.
